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Presentation  of  Rattle  to  the  "Baby"  Chancellor  in  1956 

Dr.  William  T.  Sanger  Dies 

Dr.  William  T.  Sanger,  president  of  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  from  July  1,  1925,  until  July  1, 
1956,  died  on  April  17.  Doctor  Sanger  was  born  on 
September  16,  1885,  in  Bridgewater,  Virginia.  His 
father  was  a  clergyman  and  his  mother,  the  daughter 
of  one. 

Doctor  Sanger  received  his  A.B.  degree  from  Bridge- 
water  and  went  on  to  Indiana  University  for  his  M.A. 
and  to  Clark  University  for  his  Ph.D.  After  serving 
as  a  professor  at  Bridgewater,  he  was  called  to 
Harrisonburg  State  Teachers  College  (now  Madison) 
where  he  became  dean  and  head  of  the  department 
of  education.  He  returned  to  Bridgewater  in  1919  to 
become  the  first  dean  and  professor  of  psychology  and 
education.  His  next  step  along  the  way  was  the  execu- 
tive secretaryship  of  the  Virginia  Education  Associa- 
tion and  editor  of  its  magazine,  the  Virginia  Journal  of 
Education.  Then  he  was  made  secretary  of  the  Virginia 
State  Board  of  Education  and  assistant  to  the  Honor- 
able Harris  Hart,  superintendent  of  public  education. 

When  Doctor  Sanger  was  made  chancellor  on  July 
1,  1956,  the  following  editorial  appeared  in  the  Richmond 
Times  Dispatch  that  morning: 

"Dr.  Sanger's  Dreams  for  MCV 
"Dr.  W.  T.  Sanger's  relinquishment  of  the  presi- 
dential reins  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  to 
become  the  first  chancellor  of  that  institution  marks 
a  notable  milestone  in  the  history  of  medical  educa- 
tion in  Virginia  and  the  South.  Few  men  have 
contributed  as  much  in  this  important  field. 

"In  order  to  appreciate  the  distance  Dr.  Sanger  has 
brought  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  since  he  took 
over  as  its  first  full-time  president  in  1925,  it  is  helpful 
to  recall  the  precarious  position  of  the  College  in  those 
years.   The  beloved  and  admired  Dr.  Stuart  McGuire 
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was  doing  as  well  as  anybody  could  have  done,  trying 
to  serve  as  president  of  the  institution,  while  looking 
after  his  own  hospital  and  his  extensive  surgical  practice. 
Dr.  McGuire  was  the  first  to  recognize  that  the  College 
needed  a  full-time  president. 

"Dr.  Sanger's  appointment  followed.  He  attacked  the 
many  problems  with  characteristic  indefatigability.  To- 
day the  results  speak  for  themselves.  The  astronomical 
increase  in  teachers  and  students,  to  say  nothing  of 
the  better  quality  of  instruction  and  research,  are 
amazing.  All  this  omits  the  vast  growth  of  buildings, 
laboratories,  and  other  equipment. 

"When  Dr.  Sanger  arrived  at  the  badly  limping 
College  in  the  middle  of  the  1920's,  there  were 
schools  of  medicine,  dentistry,  pharmacy,  and  nursing. 
By  adapting  general  educational  practices  to  the 
healing  arts,  he  developed  a  training  school  for  some 
students,  a  college  for  others,  and,  in  effect,  a  university 
for  graduate  study.  Among  those  he  added  to  the  or- 
ganization may  be  mentioned  technicians,  dieticians, 
physiotherapists,  pathologists,  anaesthesiologists,  and 
researchers. 

"Dr.  Sanger  achieved  all  this  because  he  dedicated 
his  life  to  a  single  objective.  From  the  time  when  he 
relinquished  the  secretaryship  of  the  Virginia  State 
Board  of  Education  to  take  over  the  presidency  of 
MCV,  he  kept  his  eyes  fixed  on  just  one  star — the  de- 
velopment of  a  top-flight  institution. 

"The  extent  to  which  he  succeeded  is  obvious  not 
only  in  the  standing  of  the  Medical  College,  but  in 
the  standing  of  Dr.  Sanger.  Although  he  is  not  a 
professional  medical  man,  but  a  Ph.D.,  his  advice  has 
repeatedly  been  sought  by  medical  men  and  medical 
institutions.  In  no  fewer  than  ten  states,  Dr.  Sanger 
has  served  as  official  consultant  on  medical,  hospital, 
and  health  problems. 

"He  has  also  been  extremely  active  in  related  fields, 
as  president  of  organizations  having  to  do  with  crippled 
children,  parents  and  teachers,  cancer  control,  rural 
health,  medical  care,  etc. 

Special  mention  must  be  made  of  his  pioneering 
work  in  the  sphere  of  regional  education.  It  was  his 
arrangement  with  West  Virginia  University,  whereby 
students  at  that  institution  could  complete  their  third 
and  fourth  year  here,  which  set  in  motion  the  whole 
trend  toward  regional  professional  and  graduate  in- 
struction which  has  spread  to  all  parts  of  the  nation. 

"When  given  the  Virginia  State  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce annual  distinguished  service  award  in  1952 — 
one  of  the  many  honors  that  have  come  to  him 
over  the  years — Dr.  Sanger  said  the  scroll  ought  to 
have  gone  to  Mrs.  Sanger.  Those  who  are  privileged 
to  know  this  happy  couple  are  aware  of  the  inspira- 
tion which  Dr.  Sanger's  able  and  charming  wife  has 
been  to  him  throughout  his  career.' 

Doctor  Sanger  is  survived  by  his  wife  of  62  years, 
the  former  Sylvia  Gray  Burns,  and  a  son,  Julian.  Mrs. 
Sanger  resides  at  4804  Pocahontas  Avenue,  if  you  would 
care  to  drop  her  a  note. 

The  man  who  laid  the  foundation  for  the  present 
greatness  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  is  gone, 
but  as  long  as  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  exists, 
it  will  serve  as  a  living  memorial  to  William  T.  Sanger.

About  25  years  ago,  I  was  called  to 
the  home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Betts.  The 
husband  was  75  and  feeble,  she  was  22 
and  feeble-minded.  When  I  arrived  at 
the  home,  there  were  four  neighbor 
ladies  in  attendance,  two  pulling  on  her 
hands  and  two  pushing  on  her  knees 
with-  each  pain.  The  patient  was  groan- 
ing long  and  loud  about  every  two 
minutes.  On  examining  Mrs.  Betts,  I 
could  find  no  evidence  of  labor  or 
pregnancy  and  told  the  attendants  so.  I 
picked  up  my  bag  and  left  five  disap- 
pointed and  angry  women. 

A  year  later,  I  was  called  back  and 
this  time  labor  was  real  and  delivery  un- 
complicated. While  I  was  tying  off  the 
cord,  the  old  man  was  peeping  over  my 
shoulder.  After  a  long  look,  he  ex- 
pressed his  opinion:  "This  youngun 
ain't  no  Betts.  All  Betts  have  spiked 
noses." 

About  a  year  later  the  old  man  died. 
Over  the  next  three  years,  his  widow 
had  two  additional  children — without 
spiked  noses.  We  learned  from  the 
neighbors  that  a  grown  son  of  Mr.  Betts 
by  a  former  marriage  had  been  living 
with  the  family  for  several  years.

I  am  indeed  pleased  to  discuss  with 
you  my  pharmacy  career  which  started 
50  years  ago.  I  remember  many  of  my 
old  professors:  Dean  Wortley  Rudd, 
who  was  professor  of  chemistry  and  a 
wonderful  person;  Dr.  Roshier  Miller, 
who  taught  Materia  Medica  and  was 
one  of  the  finest  doctors  in  Richmond; 
Dr.  William  Bond  and  Dr.  Harvey 
Haag  were  my  favorites;  and  I  have 
fond  memories  of  Mr.  Morris  Phipps, 
Mr.  Lloyd  C.  Bird,  and  Mr.  Robert  F. 
McCrackan. 

Those  were  wonderful  years  though  I 
had  trouble  passing  the  pill-rolling 
course  because  I  did  not  chew  tobacco. 
The  boys  from  West  Virginia  received 
the  best  marks  in  this  course  because 
they  could  roll  a  pill  much  better  with 
tobacco  juice.  In  those  days  of  prohibi- 
tion, we  had  no  drug  problem,  alcohol 
was  our  only  vice.  You  would  be 
suprised  how  easy  it  was  to  have  instant 
intoxication  with  two  ounces  of  grain 
alcohol  purloined  from  the  pharmacy 
dispensary;  this  alcohol  diluted  with 
eight  ounces  of  ginger  ale  made  a  very 
potent  drink. 

Besides  the  happy  memories  of  the 
pharmacy  years,  I  was  able  to  do  relief 
work  while  attending  medical  school 
and  was  paid  the  magnificent  sum  of 
one  dollar  an  hour  for  twelve  hours  of 
work  on  Sunday.  This  helped  to  defray 
my  expenses  in  medical  school.  During 
those  days,  you  could  have  an  adequate 
lunch  for  twenty-five  cents.  This  con- 
sisted of  a  hamburger  and  a  half-pint  of 
milk  or  a  ham  sandwich  and  a  limeade 
at  Mr.  Joe  Pierotti's  on  Sixth  Street.

In  writing  of  my  days  at  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia,  which  seem  so  long 
ago,  it  recalls  fond  memories  of  friends 
I  made  while  there.  Many  have 
remained  friends  to  this  day. 

Of  the  numerous  fine  professors  un- 
der whom  I  studied,  several  stand  out  in 
my  memory.  C.  C.  Haskell  was  a  thorn 
in  everyone's  side,  but  a  great  teacher. 
During  my  ophthalmology  residency  at 
the  University  of  Iowa,  I  studied  under 
one  of  the  most  excellent  professors  I 
have  ever  known,  Dr.  C.  S.  O'Brien.  A 
library  at  the  University  bears  his  name. 
He  is  now  retired  and  living  in  Tucson, 
Arizona.  He  remains  a  close  friend  of 
mine. 

When  I  finished  my  training  in 
ophthalmology,  I  located  in  a  small 
town  in  Iowa  by  the  name  of  Musca- 
tine. I  was  in  a  nest  of  optometrists 
and  I  found  out  that  90%  of  the  people 
did  not  know  the  difference  between  an 
ophthalmologist  and  an  optometrist.  I 
put  a  sign  in  my  window,  "Only 
Ophthalmologist  in  Muscatine." 

One  day  Harry  Reasoner  and  Mike 
Wallace  of  CBS-TV  drove  past  my  office 
and  saw  this  sign.  They  proceeded  to 
take  a  picture  of  my  office  and  then  sent 
a  colleague  in  to  have  a  refraction.  My 
secretary  told  him  I  was  busy  but  would 
see  him  in  a  few  minutes.  He  came  into 
my  refraction  room  with  complaints  of 
headaches  and  poor  reading  vision.  I 
told  him  his  complaints  were  very  in- 
definite. I  did  a  refraction  on  him  and 
found  he  did  not  need  glasses  and  so  in- 
formed him.  He  asked,  "How  much  do 
I  owe  you  for  the  examination?" 

I  told  him,  "There  is  no  fee  because  I 
have  done  nothing  for  you."

Sometime  later  this  story  was  told  on 
CBS-TV's  "60  Minutes"  and  they 
showed  my  office.

The  graduates  of  the  School  of  Phar- 
macy were  given  a  brief  historical 
background  of  one  of  the  world's  most 
ancient  professions — pharmacy.  The 
speaker  then  addressed  himself  to  the 
responsibilities  of  these  future  phar- 
macists by  telling  them  that  pharmacy 
is  a  profession  to  be  proud  of:  "You 
graduates  should  always  bear  this  in 
mind  and  to  keep  you  from  forgetting,  I 
give  you  a  Latin  phrase  Sine  Qua  Non. 
If  you  don  t  remember  enough  Latin  to 
translate  this,  it  means  "without  which 
nothing.  "  The  prestige,  the  recognition 
of  pharmacy-  as  an  honorable  profession 
depends  upon  the  high  ethical  stan- 
dards in  its  practice.  Never  forget  Sine 
Qua  Non  means  to  practice  your  profes- 
sion with  pride  and  honor,  retain  and 
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add  to  its  tradition  of  honor  and  trust, 
dedicate  yourself  to  being  helpful  to 
your  fellow  man  in  providing  for  his 
health  and  therefore  his  happiness." 

The  speaker  who  thus  addressed  our 
class  of  1925,  50  years  ago,  was  Wortley 
P.  Rudd,  dean  of  the  School  of  Phar- 
macy. As  one  of  those  graduates,  I  was 
so  impressed  that  afterwards  I  made  the 
above  notes  to  the  best  of  my  memory.

A  classmate  and  I  were  on  home 
obstetrical  service.  We  were  told  to 
proceed  to  a  residence  in  west  Church 
Hill.  The  house  we  entered  was  a  well- 
kept,  two-story  home.  There  was  a 
spacious  back  yard  filled  with  Plymouth 
Rock  chickens. 

The  patient,  a  multipara,  who  had 
previously  reported  severe  abdominal 
pains,  was  lying  relaxed  in  bed  and  ob- 
viously was  quite  comfortable.  Follow- 
ing a  preliminary  examination,  we 
made  all  necessary  preparation  for  the 
delivery.

At  this  juncture,  my  companion 
returned  from  his  walk.  I  noted  he  car- 
ried a  handful  of  chicken  quills.  He 
seemed  disappointed  when  he  realized 
he  would  not  be  able  to  demonstrate  his 
expertise  in  the  quilling  technique.  His 
grandfather,  a  well-known  physician  in 
Richmond,  had  taught  his  grandson  this 
art  while  he  was  in  high  school.

An  impressive  incident:  Payton,  the 
keeper  of  the  cadavers  was  busy  in  the 
anatomy  laboratory  one  morning  boil- 
ing flesh  from  human  bones  on  a  gas 
burner    while    frying    eggs    for    his 
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breakfast  on  the  adjoining  burner! 

An  embarrassing  situation:  Dr.  Dick 
Walton,  periodontics  lecturer,  was  dis- 
cussing pyorrhea.  During  a  pause  in  the 
discussion,  I  asked  if  pyorrhea  could  be 
cured.  His  reaction  was  spontaneous, 
"Hell,  Boy,  that's  how  I  make  my 
living." 

So  many  pleasant  memories  of  my 
classmates;  of  the  many  professors  who 
took  a  personal  interest  in  me;  and 
especially  of  the  influence  and  example 
of  Harry  Lyons,  a  great  student, 
teacher,  and  friend,  are  stored  in  my 
cherished  memory  bank. 

It  is  with  joyful  anticipation  that  I  ap- 
proach our  fiftieth  reunion.  What  a  for- 
tunate group  we  were  and  how  equally 
privileged  we  are  to  celebrate  this  hap- 
py occasion.

It  does  not  seem  that  fifty  years  have 
passed  since  I  graduated  from  the  MCV 
Dental  School.  The  years  spent  in 
dental  school  were  very  happy  and 
rewarding.  We  studied  and  worked 
hard  and  made  many  friendships  which 
lasted  through  the  years.  We  shall 
always  be  grateful  to  our  teachers  and 
the  school  for  preparing  us  for  our  life's 
work. 


Many  incidents  occurred  while  we 
were  in  dental  school  which  were  both 
amusing  and  enlightening.  Two,  I  re- 
call, happened  when  we  were  fresh- 
men in  the  anatomy  hall  dissecting 
cadavers.  One  afternoon  our  professor 
was  late  getting  in  to  supervise  our  dis- 
secting and  since  we  were  a  very  small 
class  of  only  eight,  we  took  the  oppor- 
tunity to  engage  in  a  little  horse  play. 
One  of  the  fellows,  I  forget  whom, 
found  a  heart  lying  on  the  table  which 
had  been  removed  from  one  of  the 
cadavers  and  someone  else  found  a 
femur  bone.  They  were  playing  bat  the 
ball  using  the  heart  for  the  ball  and  the 
femur  for  the  bat  when  Doctor  Broad- 
nax  opened  the  door  and  walked  in. 
The  fellows  playing  were  very  embar- 
rassed and  Doctor  Broadnax  was  very 
prompt  to  lecture  them  on  the  fact  that 
they  were  there  to  learn  about  the  body 
and  not  to  play  with  parts  of  it. 

The  other  incident  in  anatomy  hall 
concerns  when  my  partner  and  I  were 
dissecting  the  thoracic  cavity  and  when 
we  opened  the  chest  the  lung  looked 
very  dark  and  purplish  in  color.  We 
called  Doctor  Broadnax  over  and 
asked  him  what  killed  this  man.  He 
asked  for  a  scapel  and  proceeded  to 
cut  out  a  small  section  of  the  lung  tis- 
sue. He  rubbed  it  between  his  thumb 
and  index  finger  and  it  made  both 
fingers  very  black.  He  asked  us  what 
the  substance  looked  like  and  I  said, 
"It  looks  like  soot." 

He  said,  "That  is  exactly  what  it  is. 
He  was  a  very  heavy  smoker  and  this  is 
the  soot  from  the  smoke  which  settled 
in  his  lungs.

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You  can  be  sure  I  remembered  that 
incident  and  it  had  quite  a  lot  to  do 
with  my  stopping  smoking. 

In  my  practice  some  years  ago,  I 
made  a  full  upper  and  lower  denture  for 
a  lady  who  lived  out  in  the  county. 
After  a  couple  of  years  she  came  back  to 
me  with  the  porcelain  teeth  worn  down 
to  the  base.  I  was  at  a  loss  to  know  what 
had  happened.  I  finally  told  her  she 
must  be  putting  something  in  her 
mouth  unused  by  most  people  but  I  did 
not  know  what  it  was.  She  told  me  she 
dipped  snuff.  I  immediately  told  her 
that  was  evidently  what  had  worn  out 
her  teeth.  Some  years  later  I  had 
another  lady  for  whom  I  had  made  den- 
tures and  they  had  the  similar  worn  ap- 
pearance. When  she  asked  me  what  had 
caused  them  to  wear  out,  I  told  her  her 
dentures  looked  like  a  set  I  had  made 
for  a  lady  who  wore  hers  out  dipping 
snuff.  She  became  furious  and  asked  me 
if  I  was  accusing  her  of  dipping  snuff.

BRIEFJNGS-MCV 


School  of  Medicine 

Spanning  the  three  years  between 
February  1972,  and  December,  1974,  I 
have  become  acquainted  with  physi- 
cians, hospital  administrators,  legis- 
lators, community  leaders,  and  MCV 
alumni  in  the  rural  areas  of  Virginia 
by  accompanying  Mr.  Edgar  J.  Fisher, 
Jr.,  director  of  the  Council  on  Health 
and  Medical  Care,  on  numerous  trips 
throughout  Virginia's  communities. 
Using  Mr.  Fisher's  wide  knowledge  of 
the  geography,  economics,  and  medical 
situation  of  the  state,  it  was  possible 
to  meet  with  physicians  in  their  own 
hospitals  and  offices,  gathering  knowl- 
edge about  the  local  needs.  Our  plan- 
ning in  Continuing  Education  and 
Family  Practice  related  directly  to 
these  visits.  Since  we  at  MCV-VCU  are 
expected  to  produce  a  product,  health 
manpower  tor  the  state,  our  mandate 
cannot  be  effectively  carried  out  with- 
out wide  contacts  throughout  Virginia. 

Edgar  Fisher  has  for  a  number  of 
years  sought  to  bring  practicing  physi- 
cians and  medical  center  physicians  in 
closer  touch  with  one  another.  During 
these  one-arid  two-day  trips  we  have 
visited  sixty-two  communities  and 
thirty-four  hospitals  in  varied  areas  as 
near  as  the  Eastern  Shore  and  the 
Northern  Neck,  and  as  distant  as  Lee 
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and  Wise  Counties.  Whether  in  the 
mountainous  or  piedmont  areas  of  the 
state,  by  visiting  many  of  the  state  s 
nonurban  areas  and  viewing  the  "grass- 
roots' medical  care  available,  I  have 
seen  the  pattern  of  physician  manpower 
in  Virginia's  rural  areas  changing.  The 
specialists  are  beginning  to  settle  in 
such  areas,  adding  new  local  dimen- 
sions to  the  services  provided  by  family 
doctors.  Together  with  Dr.  John  R. 
Jones,  executive  associate  dean  and 
director  of  Clinical  Services,  who 
himself  has  visited  forty-seven  com- 
munities and  twenty-two  hospitals 
throughout  the  Commonwealth,  sixteen 
individual  trips  have  been  made  with 
Mr.  Fisher  since  February  1972.  In  this 
very  practical  way  we  have  opened  up 
and  strengthened  lines  of  communica- 
tion between  MCV  and  those  com- 
munity physicians,  hospitals  and  con- 
sumers of  health  care  with  whom  we 
should  have  a  closer  working  relation- 
ship. 

As  an  editorial  in  the  Richmond 
News  Leader  stated:  "The  significant 
fact  about  this  new  service  of  the  Coun- 
cil on  Health  and  Medical  Care  is  not 
that  it  aids  those  who  make  the  trips, 
but,  rather,  that  it  should  eventually 
produce  results  beneficial  to  all  Virgin- 
ians. To  cite  just  one  possibility:  The 
visiting    medical    educators    can    learn 


from  physicians  what  they  now  feel  was 
lacking  in  their  medical  education  to 
prepare  them  fully  for  the  practical 
problems  encountered  in  the  day-to- 
day practice  of  medicine.  This  could 
lead  to  a  strengthened  curriculum  for 
medical  students  and  ultimately  im- 
proved health  care  for  all  of  us  in 
Virginia." 

After  one  particular  trip  to  the 
northern  Virginia  area,  one  physician 
responded  to  our  visit  by  stating  the 
medical  staff  can  now  identify  with  the 
Dean  as  "a  man  who  thinks  like  we  do," 
they  can  understand  that  our  efforts 
towards  solving  the  medical  manpower 
problems  of  this  country  are  far  more 
advanced  and  effective  than  any  had 
imagined,  and  we  have  promoted 
reestablishment  of  a  feeling  of 
"belonging"  that  some  of  the  physi- 
cians have  lost  over  the  years.  I  hope 
that  many  of  the  other  physicians  and 
health  administrators  in  the  state  share 
these  views  and  know  that  we  welcome 
their  comments.  Additionally,  Senator 
Elmon  T.  Gray  of  Waverly  commented 
after  our  visit  that  "for  the  first  time  I 
felt  I  had  some  real  insight  into  just 
where  we  stand  in  Virginia  on  health 
care  ...  I  have  now  got  a  much  better 
perspective  on  the  whole  situation." 

In  summary,  from  the  standpoint  of 
the  School  of  Medicine  at  the  Medical 
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College  of  Virginia,  visits  to  every  part 
of  the  state  by  myself  and  Dean  John 
Jones  have  been  very  helpful.  I  believe 
there  are  four  benefits  which  we  can 
cite  specifically.  First,  we  have  met  the 
physicians  of  the  state  face  to  face, 
learning  of  their  own  particular  man- 
power problems  and  at  the  same  time 
indicating  to  them  our  personal  interest 
in  them  and  in  their  problems  and 
accomplishments.  Second,  we  have 
visited  almost  every  community 
hospital  in  the  state  and  have  gained  an 
appreciation  of  both  hospital  facilities 
and  the  organization  of  medical  prac- 
tice in  that  region.  This  assists  us  both 
in  assessment  of  manpower  needs  and 
in  counseling  individual  students. 
Third,  we  have  met  in  most  of  these 
communities  with  hospital  trustees  and 
community  leaders,  again  providing  an 
opportunity  to  learn  of  their  community 
problems  and  to  indicate  our  interest  in 
helping  to  provide  solutions.  Finally, 
we  both  have  come  to  have  a  much  bet- 
ter appreciation  for  the  geography, 
economic  resources,  and  health 
resources  of  the  Commonwealth.

$2.3  Million  Capital  Campaign  for 
Cancer  Center  at  MCV 

A  $2.3  million  Capital  Fund  Cam- 
paign to  support  the  renovation  and 
construction  of  facilities  at  MCV  is 
scheduled  to  begin  this  month.  At  the 
same  time,  a  $3.8  million  construction 
and  renovation  grant  proposal  is  being 
considered  by  the  National  Institutes  of 
Health.  A  vigorous  "low-key  cam- 
paign" will  be  waged  according  to  the 
plans  now  being  made  by  the  campaign 
committee  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
B.  Walton  Turnbull,  the  Volunteer 
Chairman.  Mr.  Turnbull  is  a  Vice  Presi- 
dent of  United  Virginia  Bank  and  a 
former  member  of  the  Board  of  Visitors 
of  the  University. 

The  Office  of  Development  of  VCU 
will  provide  staff  support.  Barton-Gillet 
Company  of  Baltimore,  Maryland, 
communications  specialists,  have  been 
retained  to  assist  in  planning  the  cam- 
paign and  in  the  development  of 
materials  to  be  used.  Under  the  direc- 
tion of  Walter  Lawrence,  Jr.,  M.D., 
who  is  Director  of  the  Cancer  Center, 
and  American  Cancer  Society  Professor 
of  Clinical  Oncology,  and  Chairman  of 
the  Division  of  Surgical  Oncology  at 
MCV/VCU,  plans  have  actually  been 


underway  since  1972,  when  the  Board 
of  Visitors  approved  the  establishment 
of  a  Cancer  Center  to  expand  the 
research  and  clinical  potential  into  a 
multidisciplinary  effort  by  bringing 
together  a  number  of  the  experts  now 
on  the  MCV  Campus  into  a  more 
cohesive  unit.  William  L.  Banks,  Jr., 
Ph.D.  and  professor  of  biochemistry 
and  surgery,  is  the  Co-Director  of  the 
Center;  E.  Richard  King,  M.D.,  is  As- 
sociate Director  for  Planning;  and  Wil- 
liam Regelson,  M.D.,  is  Associate 
Director  for  Clinical  Services. 

This  will  be  the  first  capital  campaign 
effort  since  the  University  was  estab- 
lished. Dr.  Lawrence  has  said,  "We  are 
determined  to  establish  in  Richmond  a 
major  center  for  cancer  research  and 
treatment  and  to  bring  about  a  truly 
interdisciplinary  program  by  the  100 
faculty  members  currently  working  on 
the  various  aspects  of  the  cancer 
problem.  The  center  program  is  being 
built  on  the  strength  of  on-going 
research  studies  and  clinical  care  cap- 
abilities. We  also  intend  to  bring  to  the 
center  new  scientists  and  clinicians  with 
specific  expertise  in  the  field  of  cancer." 

We  want  our  alumni  to  be  aware  of 
this  effort  and  to  share  our  enthusiasm 
for  such  an  important  event  in  the  life

Biophysics  Chairman  Appointed 

Dr.  William  B.  Weglicki,  formerly  di- 
rector of  the  Cardiovascular  Lipid 
Clinic  and  laboratory  at  Peter  Bent 
Brigham  Hospital  and  Harvard  Medical 
School  has  been  appointed  chairman  of 
the  department  of  biophysics  at  the 
MCV  School  of  Basic  Sciences.  He  will 
arri\e  on  June  1. 

Trained  in  clinical  medicine  as  a 
cardiologist,    Doctor   Weglicki's   major 


research  interest  is  in  the  area  of 
membrane  biochemistry.  His  clinical 
work  has  centered  on  diagnosis  and 
treatment  of  artherosclerosis  or  harden- 
ing of  the  arteries.  Recently  published 
results  of  his  research  have  described 
the  participation  of  lysosomes  in  the  in- 
jur)' of  cardiac  tissue  during  heart  at- 
tack. Lysosomes  are  minute  particles 
within  living  cells  and  are  visible  only 
with  an  electron  microscope.  They  are 
associated  with  the  digestive  process 
that  takes  place  in  the  cell.  His  work 
now  funded  at  Harvard  with  around 
$150,000  yearly  from  the  National 
Heart  and  Lung  Institute,  will  be  trans- 
ferred to  MCV. 


Emergency  Training  for  Rescue 
Squads 

A  training  program  for  rescue  squad 
workers  has  started  at  MCV.  At  the  first 
meeting  on  January  29  over  two 
hundred  persons  showed  up 
representing  25  rescue  squads  and  three 
commercial  ambulance  companies. 


The  organizer  of  this  program  was 
Dr.  Neil  E.  Hutcher,  assistant  profes- 
sor of  surgery  at  MCV.  Brain  and  spinal 
cord  injuries  were  discussed  at  the  first 
session,  followed  by  a  session  on  main- 
taining the  airway  in  an  emergency  vic- 
tim and  another  on  treatment  of  cardiac 
emergencies.

Grant  for  Physical  Therapy 

A  grant  of  $50,000  from  the  Bureau 
of  Health  Manpower  Education  of  the 
National  Institutes  of  Health  has  been 
awarded  to  the  department  of  physical 
therapy  at  MCV.  The  grant  will  provide 
funds  for  the  development  of  a  new 
curriculum  which  will  blend  the  cur- 
rently divergent  theories  of  physical 
therapy. 

Miss  Suzanne  Hirt,  chairman  of  the 
physical  therapy  department,  said  the 
theories  will  be  integrated  into  a  prac- 
tical and  useful  concept  for  students. 
The  major  emphasis  will  be  on  improv- 
ing the  teaching  and  treatment  of 
brain-injured  children  and  adults.  She 
also  said  the  primary  objective  of  col- 
lecting the  theories  and  making  them 
more  completely  understood  by  the  stu- 
dents will  result  in  better  care  for 
patients. 

Coordinating  the  project  is  Miss 
Fvangeline   Yoder,    a   member  of  the 
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physical  therapy  faculty.  Miss  Yoder 
stated  that  four  experts  will  come 
to  MCV  this  year  to  share  their 
knowledge  with  the  MCV  team  as- 
sembling the  curriculum. 

New  Concept  in  Leukemia 
Treatment 

Dr.  Harold  M.  Maurer,  associate  pro- 
fessor of  pediatrics,  began  a  new  pro- 
gram three  months  ago  for  the  treat- 
ment of  children  with  leukemia. 
Funded  with  a  $50,000  grant  from 
NIH,  the  program  places  the  children 
with  advanced  leukemia  on  a  more  in- 
tense regimen  of  drug  therapy. 

New  equipment  received  as  a  gift 
from  IBM  makes  the  frequent  testing 
of  leukemia  patients  more  convenient 
and  has  increased  the  accuracy  of  lab- 
oratory analysis.  Acute  leukemia  Group 
B,  which  comprised  22  medical  centers 
nationally  including  MCV,  is  studying 
the  methods  of  producing  and  main- 
taining remission.  Their  emphasis  is  on 
combination  drug  therapy.  Doctor 
Maurer  said  four  drugs  are  used  in  vari- 
ous combinations  to  produce  remission, 
and  six  drugs  in  combinations  are  used 
to  retain  remission.
